County Band Winds Up Active Season 


After a full and quite success¬ 
ful season members of the Vulcan 
County Band are on holidays until 
school opening in September. 

In addition to appearances earlier 
this spring the band took part in 
the June 9 Rodeo parade at 
Brooks and also were a part of 
the Elks July 1st parade at Vul¬ 
can. On July 8th the band was 
one of several which appeared at 
the Fort Macleod Rodeo parade. 
This day’s engagement was much 
enjoyed by ..members who left 
Vulcan during the morning to be 
at Fort Macleod for the afternoon 
parade. They stayed until early 
evening when they took part in 
the infield ceremony marking the 
official opening of the new rodeo 


grounds. Although the now-famous 
wind almost blew the infield dear, 
and made conditions less than 
ideal, band members were impress¬ 
ed by the show and particularly by 
the newly built grounds. Tons of 
fill have been pushed into the 
formation of the rim of a huge 
bowl which slopes down from 
about 40 feet in height to the 
infield. On this slope permanent 
seating for several thousand spec¬ 
tators has been built. The first 
time the grounds were used was 
for the appearance of the RCMP 
Musical Ride when an estimated 
10,000 viewers crammed seats and 
standing area for the spectacle. 

Unique to the plan is the fact 
that all seats are equi-distant from 


the centre of activity on the in¬ 
field. Infield chutes and corrals, 
etc., are all of metal construction 
and are completely portable. 

The band was to have taken 
in the Medicine Hat Stampede 
parade this Thursday, but it was 
found that band numbers would 
be seriously depleted with students 
going to Expo and others on holi¬ 
days so the engagement was 
cancelled. 

Several youngsters will be tak¬ 
ing part in the last activity of the 
summer, band camp at Goldeye 
Lake. This popular two weeks late 
in August is an annual event or¬ 
ganized by bandmaster Art Dee 
and includes, in addition to several 
hours of practice and instruction 


daily, swimming, sports, evening 
campfires and cabin living. 

Two young band members earn¬ 
ing a free trip to camp this year 
are Betty Kehr and David Munro. 
Betty won the band trophy and 
scholarship while Davids trophy 
and trip were courtesy of Fred de 
Jong of Vulcan Bakery. 

The interest of parents is an 
encouraging sign to the band. For 
these travelling engagements 
several parents usually go along 
when possible and the band Is hop¬ 
ing that such chauffeurs as the 
Gottenbergs, Morseths and Mc- 
Lennans who seem to be always 
on the go with the band, will take 
up instruments themselves and 
make their outing completely 
worthwhile. 


A school committee report, dis¬ 
cussed by the County of Vulcan 
Council at its regular July meet¬ 
ing, pointed out that the shortage 
of suitable housing at Vulcan and 
Champion has resulted in a num¬ 
ber of teachers being unable to 
find housing accommodation. This 
situation adds to the difficulty of 
hiring new teachers and has be¬ 
come a real problem. 

One problem has been solved by 
the purchase of a porta-home to 
be located at the Brant school but 
other housing is needed at Vulcan 
and Champion. 

It was suggested that one solu¬ 
tion to the housing problem would 
be for the County to borrow a sum 
of five-year-term money and pro¬ 
vide some accommodation at Vul¬ 
can and Champion. It was agreed 
that the School Com mm lit ee 
would have a report for the next 
council meeting, showing the 
amount of funds necessary for this 
purpose and this would be provid¬ 
ed by by-law,

The proposed new addition to 
County Central High School was 
discussed and the plans explained 
to the councillors. It was noted 
that the addition would require 
the sum of $335,000. and it was 
felt that this would be provided 
under the School Foundation Pro¬ 
gram. 

A map showing the installation 
of the power line to serve Dome 
Petroleums Ltd. gas plant on the 
S.E. 24-15-22-4 was presented to 
the meeting. It was moved and 
carried that the installation be ap¬ 
proved. 

Mr. Haga reported to the meet¬ 
ing on the activities of the Muni¬ 
cipal Committee for the month of 
June, and spoke of the progress 
which was being made at the pres¬ 
ent time. The weather had been 
very favorable for paving opera¬ 
tions, and good progress was be¬ 
ing made. There appeared to be 
no serious problems or other mat¬ 
ters requiring special attention. 
The road program was progres¬ 
sing favourably. 

- Jr- Lundy Findly and- M r . J o ne s 
of the Emergency Measures Or¬ 
ganization interviewed the Council 
at some length and explained the 
operations of the organization and 
the work it was doing. They spoke 
in detail in respect to the plans 
for re-organization of the Vulcan 
Unit. The Councillors were favor¬ 
ably disposed to the general work 
which is being done by the organ¬ 
ization, and co-opcrnted with them 
in authorizing the use of adequate 
quarters for the setting up Unit 
Headquarters in the old County 
Building. The quarters would be 
occupied as soon, as possible. 

Mr. Irwin reported to the meet¬ 
ing in respect to the operation of 
the Blackie Seed Cleaning Assoc¬ 
iation.

SI MMF.RI ALI.OW AND 
THISTLE CONTROL 

Although thistles can be control¬ 
led on arable land by one season 
of intensive tillage, on some soils 
around here it is often more £f- 
efective and more economical to 
use a combination of cultural and 
chemical control methods. 

Intensive tillage, which may 
mean as many as six or seven op¬ 
erations in a season, can lead to 
excessive pulverization in our 
lighter soil typos. Excessively pul¬ 
verized soil is very prone to both 
wind and water erosion. 

After the annual weeds and vol¬ 
unteer grain have been destroyed 
by cultivation parly in the grow¬ 
ing season. I would recommend 
the following procedure for a cul¬ 
tural and chemical thistle control 
program. The thistles should be 
sprayed when they begin to bud. 
you can use either 2,4-D or MOPA, 
at a rate of 1 pound of active in¬ 
gredient per acre, or a mixture of 
dicamba and phenoxy herbicide, 
such as ’’Banvel 3”. A mixture of 
these herbicides should contain 
not less than 8 ounces active in¬ 
gredient per acre. The suggested 
rate for "Banvel 3” is 24 fluid 
ounces (12 ounces of add) per 
acre in not less than 4 gallons of 
water. 

Thistle infested fields should be 
thouroughly cultivated within 3 
or four weeks after the chemical 
application, or as soon as the this¬ 
tles show signs of regrowth. It Is 
extremely important to prevent 
the thistles from appearing above 
ground for longer than a week at 
any time, but especially during the 
latter half of July and during 
August and September. It is dur-

Dear Homemakers: 

It’s Jam Time: 

Jam in a jiffy! It is not too 
early to start planning your “jam¬ 
making” for this summer. The us¬ 
ual method is to cook the fruits - 
but why not try making some fro¬ 
zen jam? Frozen jam is the new¬ 
est way to preserve winter fruits 
and anyone who has tried it is 
raving about the wonderful flav¬ 
our and the ease of preparation. 

One disadvantage (large famil¬ 
ies or large appetites will take 
care of it), since this jam is not 
cooked it will spoil fairly quickly 
once it has been thawed. So, keep 
it in the refrigerator rather than 
on your cupboard shelf. 

Prepare in small jelly jars or 
quantities, as it would be neces¬ 
sary to keep these over a long per¬ 
iod. In other words, use up open 
supplies fairly quickly. 

A Jam Session - The Easy Way 

—Four steps for making Jam 
with fresh fruit flavour and bet¬ 
ter color — without boiling. 

1. Mash ripe and a few slightly 
under-ripe berries through food 
mill or colander into bowl to make 
a puree. Measure puree. Set aside. 

2. Combine pectin and water in 
4 quart saucepan. Boil hard 1 min¬ 
ute, stirring constantly. Remove 
from heat. 

3. Add sugar, fruit to hot pec¬ 
tin. Stir 5 minutes to dissolve 
sugar. Pour into freezer boxes, 
Let jell. Freeze. ' 

4. Thaw jam 30 minutes, then 
turn out. Refrigerate unused part. 


Jam will keep six months in a 
freezer. 

Frozen Strawberry Jam: 

2 cups finely mashed strawberries 
4 cups sugar 

Vi bottle (Vi cup) liquid pectin 
Frozen Raspberry Jam 

3 cups finely mashed raspberries 
(sieve to remove seeds if a 
smoother jam is preferred). 

6 cups sugar 

Vi bottle ( Vi cup) liquid pectin 
Be sure to send for bulletins on 
canning and freezing, and making 
Jams, Jellies, or Pickles.
